Council Okays 
8-Cent Hike 
In City Taxes

The Pomona City Council Monday night voted 
for a second delay before taking action on a pre­ 
pared ordinance to repeal the controversial sewer 
charge. And, as expected, the council raised the 
city tax rate. 
Before deciding on whether to eliminate t h i s 
source of revenue, the city fathers said, they want 
to find out how far away the city budget is from 
being balanced. 
A motion by Councilman Fred Livermore to re­ 
peal the charge died for the lack of a second. 
The council voted unanimously to adjourn until 4 
p.m. today when anticipated revenues and the sew­ 
er service fee will be discussed. 
The council also voted to raise the city tax rate 
and to “ receive and file” a proposed revision sub­ 
mitted by the chamber of commerce on the new 
utility consumption tax. 
The council, with Livermore casting the only no 
vote, passed a resolution raising the tax rate from 
$1.995 to $2.08 per $100 or assessed valuation in Dis­ 
trict No. 1, which covers most of Pomona. 
The new rates for Districts 2, 3, and 4 are 
$2.0475, $1.9825 and $1.89, respectively. District 1 
has an assessed valuation of more than $130 mil­ 
lion compared to $10.6 million for the other three 
districts.

Arabs Hear 
Cry for 
Holy War

Once again, as it has so many 
times in the 13 centuries of Is­ 
lam, the cry for Jihad—holy 
war—echoes shrilly in the Arab 
East. 
The flames which last week 
scarred the ancient A1 Aksah 
Mosque in Jerusalem have fired 
Arabs’ 
religious 
indignation. 
There is an impression abroad 
that a new sort of situation, a 
dangerous one, is building up. 
Is another all-out war immi­ 
nent? 
In a sense the 1967 “light­ 
ning” war never ended. It has 
been going on in various forms 
such as guerrilla warfare, psy­ 
chological, propaganda and po­ 
litical conflict. There have been 
two years of raids, hit-and-run 
attacks, reprisals. 
There are some yeasty ingre­ 
dients present in the current sit­ 
uation suggesting that it could 
pass beyond the control of the 
leaders. 
The A1 Aksah fire provides 
such elements as the fedayeen, 
who are the guerrilla fighters of 
“ liberation” organizations, with 
a iallying cry for defense of the 
Islamic faith. 
No matter who or what start­ 
ed the blaze at the site of one of 
the most holy monuments to 
Mohammed, it can be blown up 
into yet another cause for the 
Arabs. 
What Moslems choose to con­ 
sider the defilement of a sacred 
shrine can evoke ancient Arab 
dreams of glory and power and 
the heroic figure of Salah ad- 
Din—Saladin—the 12th century 
conqueror who drove the Chris­ 
tian unbelievers out of holy Je­ 
rusalem and restored the city to 
Islam. 
The nearest thing the Arabs 
haev now to Saladin is Presi­ 
dent Gamal Abdel Nasser of the

by a heated reply from Don DesCombes, past presi­ 
dent filling in for the president, Charles Stillinger. 
“Why does not industry personally come to the 
council to voice their grievances—if there are griev­ 
ances? Why does the chamber assume that role?” 
Bryant asked. 
Referring to letters from industrial and business 
firms included in a folder which contained t h e 
chamber’s proposal, Bryant said the letters “dis­ 
tinctly indicate that in their correspondence with 
industry, that the chamber was less than compli­ 
mentary regarding this City Council.” 
“The chamber of commerce appears to have 
taken the initiative in fabricating an issue and then, 
placing themselves in the role of industry’s cham­ 
pion, elicited complaints from industry by inform­ 
ing them that the city had enacted an inequitable 
and discriminatory tax. 
“Whatever the motive, the chamber of com­ 
merce has attempted to insulate this City Council 
from the very people to whom the council stould 
be talking and listening,” Bryant said. 
Furthermore, Bryant said he resented his copy 
of the report being marked “confidential” and “not 
for publication” although an account of the pro­ 
posal had been published before copies were for­ 
warded to the council. 
DesCombes called Bryant’s remarks a “scath­ 
ing accusation” and explained that a reporter was 
present at the chamber board meeting when the 
proposal was approved. 
He said there was a standing invitation for re­ 
porters to attend board meetings. 
“My blood pressure, frankly is up a little bit, 
Mr. Bryant,” DesCombes continued. 
He explained that members of industry and busi­ 
ness belong to the chamber, adding, “We’ve at­ 
tempted to do our job representing them.” 
The chamber, said DesCombes, had publicly told 
the council previously it felt the tax was “discrim­ 
inatory” and did the study on the tax as the council 
asked it to do.

My portfolio consists of round lots of Ameri­ 
can Telephone. Bethlehem Steel. Freeport Sulphur 
and Gulf Oil. What is your opinion on these for pres­ 
ent income and long-term growth?—D. C. 
A — When combining goals such as income and 
growth, an investor must be willing to compromise. 
A yield of 4.5 per cent is still consistent with long­ 
term growth but when a yield rises much higher 
than this — at least in today’s market — one can be 
fairly certain that investors have become disenchant­ 
ed with near-term growth prospects. 
Both Freeport Sulphur and Bethlehem Steel are 
prime examples of this. In Freeport’s case, easing 
of sulphur prices begun in 1968 contributed to an 
earnings slowdown this year. Shares, which had sold 
at earnings multiples in the 30s, are now valued by 
investors at less than half this ratio. 
In Bethlehem's case, investors began to lose in­ 
terest back in the early 1960s and multiples have 
deteriorated steadily each year to well below lOx at 
present price. 
I would replace these two issues with Kellogg 
Co. and Central & South West, each selling about 16 
times expected 1969 earnings, yielding 4 per cent 
and 4.5 respectively. 
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Q - -I bought American Can some years ago. 
I am getting 6 per cent on my initial investment at 
311 v but only 3 per cent on today’s price. I always 
considered this a good investment but now wonder 
if I should sell and buv something yielding G per 
cent.—R. R. 
A — Your figures do not agree with mine which 
show that the current dividend rate of $2.20 when 
divided by youi purchase price works out to 7 per 
cent and on recent quotes to 4.7 per cent. As to buy­ 
ing a high-yield issue, the answer to the above read­ 
er also applies to your question. American Can’s 14 
per cent gain in second-quarter sales was only par­ 
tially carried down to earnings because of tempo­ 
rary operating problems. Diversification into petro­ 
chemicals, consumer paper products and dress pat­ 
terns should supplement the company’s leading posi­ 
tion in metal containers. American Can is still a 
good long-pull investment.

Dear Mrs. F.: While it is 
important for the welfare of 
the child that he be placed in 
a home that will provide him 
with a stable and satisfactory 
home life, it is a mistake to 
believe that adoptive parents 
have somehow to be better, 
more perfect than natural par­ 
ents. 
Some people seem to 
have the idea that adoptive 
parents must have only altru­ 
istic reasons for desiring to 
adopt a child. 
Both natural and adoptive 
parents 
are 
likely 
to 
have 
mixed 
motives 
for desiring 
children, not all of them un­ 
selfish by any means. While 
some couples may have un- 
lealistic 
expectations 
about 
the remedial effect of a child 
upon their troubled marriage, 
Sociologist Michael Humphrey 
points out that it is only to be 
expected that a couple feels 
some dissatisfaction with their 
situation before being prompt­ 
ed to apply for adoption. The 
desire for a child to complete 
the family unit, to allow hus­ 
band and wife a way of grat­ 
ifying nurturing 
impulses 
is 
not unnatural by any means. 


This is not to deny that the 
adopting parents face prob­ 
lems peculiar to their role as 
adoptive 
parents, 
requiring 
special 
efforts 
and 
under­ 
standing. 
For 
example, 
be­ 
coming a parent without the 
gradual 
introduction 
allowed 
by pregnancy may find hus­ 
band 
and 
wife 
unprepared 
psychologically for their new 
roles. 
Therefore adoptive parents 
are advised to expect rough 
going for the first few months. 
Most agencies allow for a trial 
period in which the new par­ 
ents and the child are given 
time to get used to each other 
before

DEAR NAN: 


I love to order vinegar-and- 
oil dressing when I go to a 
restaurant but I would like to 
know what proportions to use 
for making it at home. Also, 
what kind of oil and vinegar 
to use. Mrs. John Eyers, Schi- 
ler Park, 111. 
“The c l a s s i c “ rule” is 
one part v i n e g a r to three 
parts oil. Like % cup vinegar, 
% cup oil. It may surprise a 
lot of people but this is a true 
French dressing, not the red 
king we know so well in this 
country. And French green 
salads, used with this dress­ 
ing, are Just that. Various 
greens. No tomatoes, celery, 
radishes or anything else add­ 
ed. 
Now of course there’s no 
law whatsoever that says you 
can’t change those vinegar-oil 
proportions to suit your own 
taste or the salad of the mo­ 
ment. If you like a sharper 
flavor, try % cup vinegar to 
2-3 cup oil. You can even sub­ 
stitute lemon, grapefruit or 
orange juice at times. 
Same thing with the “ salt 
and pepper to taste.” Try a 
half teaspoon salt and a half 
dozen grinds of the pepper 
mill per cupful for a starter. 
For superior flavor you just 
can’t beat olive oil although 
you may use any vegetable 
oil you like. A wine vinegar 
or even an herb vinegar is 
Ideal here. Otherwise, the best 
vinegar you can find at the 
moment. Now, there are peo­ 
ple who object to olive oil on 
the grounds that it gets cloudy 
when 
refrigerated 
(as 
it 
should be) or rancid if it isn’t. 
Don’t worry. It unclouds as 
fast as it warms up. And real­ 
ly, the vinegar and oil mix to 
best advantage with small 
chance of later separation, if 
both 
ingredients 
are 
cold. 
Shake good and hard in a 
capped jar till you see just 
in the vinegar. Or use your 
blender. 
From there on out you can 
do all sorts of variation, like 
the famous Breslin dressing 
where you add a tablespoon 
finely chopped pistachio nuts 
and a half tablesp. finely 
chopped black truffles. Ad­ 
mittedly not something you’d 
toss off for an everyday meal 
but think how jpu’d impress 
even the most hoity-toity com­ 
pany!

“ We m ade a m istake by com ­ 
promising with you people,” Dr. 
Phillip Jules told m em bers of 
the City Council after they gave 
final approval to a zoning or­ 
dinance which reduced 200 lots 
from 10,000 to 7,500 square feet. 
The council’s action ended a 
battle between homeowners, the 
developer and the city over the 
lot sizes in this portion of the 
tract. Dr. and Mrs. Jules led 
the cam paign to retain a larger 
lot size than the 5,000 square 
feet which was first suggested 
by the developer. Citizens from 
all over the com munity becam e 
involved in the conflict. 
The residents Monday night 
said they felt that the developer 
had not lived up to agreem ents 
made 
when 
the 
two 
groups 
agreed to com prom ise on lot 
sizes of 7,500 several months 
ago. 
Dr. 
Jules 
told 
the 
council 
that the developer at that time 
said elevations throughout the 
tra<# would vary. “Every house 


was supposed to be different. 
You have made a m istake by 
not making them conform to 
the 
standards 
they 
set,” 
he 
said. 
“ We supported your 
recent 
tax increase because we feel 
that a city shouldn’t depend on 
an increase in building perm its 
to raise funds for next y ear’s 
budget,” he said. 
“This council bends over back­ 
w ards to favor the developer,” 
Dr. Jules told the council. 
Mrs. Larry Kircher, 2470 Via 
M araposa, 
told council 
m em ­ 
bers she was distraught, disillu­ 
sioned and saddened by t h e 
council’s action. 
She and her husband testified 
that they couldn’t understand 
how the proposed tract homes 
could be priced from $28,000 to 
$38,000 and be of the sam e qual­ 
ity of their nearby home which 
was priced from $8,000 to $15,000 
more. 
Councilman Thomas Nuss, who 
voted against the zoning ordi­ 
nance, brought up the question 
of model homes for the new 
tract. Nuss asked if the builder, 
Harlan Lee, planned to build 
model homes for the new tract 
or if he planned to use present 
models located in Mrs. Kirch- 
ner’s m ore expensive tract. 
Nuss tried to introduce an 
am endm ent 
to the ordinance 
which would direct the builder 
to construct new model homes. 
He explained that it migm be 


misleading to people visiting the 
development for the first time if 
they thought the more expensive 
model homes were those to be 
constructed on the smaller lots. 
The present model home com­ 
plex of Harlan Lee is located 
about two miles away from the 
new tract. 
Robert Wilson, general man­ 
ager of Vinnell-Pauley, said two 
of the present model homes 
would be used to depict those in 
the new tract. 
“ None of the new homes will 
be less than three bedrooms and 
1,400 square feet,” Wilson said. 
Wilson explained that the new 
tract could be priced low be­ 
cause the lots were smaller, 
they’re not view lots and there 
will only be a two-car garage. 
Dr. Jules charged that t h e 
council was making this portion 
of the development “a monoto­ 
nous area.” 
The council also approved an­ 
other 94 home tract west of Pu­ 
ente Street in Via Verde.

Leaves 
Good Advice 


In a refreshing switch on the all-too p re v ­ 
alent campus script, Dr. Robert D. t lark 
left the presidency of San Jose State Col­ 
lege recently with praise from his students, 
his faculty, and the trustees of the California 
State Colleges. He also left a sound philos­ 
ophy for cam pus leadership: 
“ I have strong convictions about the 
need for change, but I have equally strong 
feelings about the way change is effected. 
I ’m not going to break down ihe important 
institutions of this society in order to bring 
it about.” 
To the University of Oregon, of which he 
now becom es president, congratulations. 


Some Small, But 
Humane Steps 


There is no way, of course, that a grate­ 
ful nation can totally repay the men who go 
to w ar and are wounded, killed, or made 
prisoners. It is one of the qualities of citizen­ 
ship that the contributions to the common 
good are by the very nature of our hum an­ 
ity som etim es unevenly distributed. 
We can, however, make every effort to 
erase some of the unnecessary burdens that 
economic laws often inflict upon those who 
suffer because they meet the call of duty. 
It is appropriate that California, home of 
more fam ilies of captured or missing Viet­ 
nam service men than any other state, with 
375, should offer one of the first efforts 
along this line. 
In the hope that they will offer “some 
com fort and solace,” Senator George Mur­ 
phy has introduced three bills. One would 
m ake prisoners’ pay tax-free. A second one 
would provide a family separation allow­ 
ance 
for prisoners’ 
families. 
The 
third 
would perm it prisoners to accum ulate more 
than the present 310,000 limit on the over­ 
seas 10 percent savings program . 
As the Senator readily concedes, these 
are sm all steps. But with him we can hope 
they m ay lead to a giant leap. 


Growth Concern 


In calling a November Conference on 
California’s Changing Em ironm ent, Gover­ 
nor R eagan has challenged more than 1000 
scientists, industrialists, educators and con­ 
servationists to point the way toward an 
accommodation between what we must pre­ 
serve and w hat we must create so that “our 
society in California can live and work in 
the best possible environm ent.” 
As co-chairmen of the Los Angeles m eet­ 
ing 
the 
Governor 
appointed 
Robert 
H. 
G erdes of San Francisco, chairm an of the 
executive committee of Pacific Gas and 
E lectric Company, and Lt. General Victor 
K rulak of San Diego, president of the Copley 
News Service. 
Accepting 
the Governor’s 
assignment, 
Mr. Gerdes and General Krulak called upon 
their com m ittee colleagues anci fellow Cali­ 
fornians to m ake a realistic joint effort “ to 
conserve and, where necessary, enhance 
our precious environment while serving the 
needs of modem m an.” 
“ We m ust also,” they said, “provide 
housing, schools, waterways, transportation 
and industry to meet the needs of our grow­ 
ing state and to build a healthy economy.” 


M an’s perverse inclination to befoul his 
environm ent and misuse his resources is a 
depressing factor of modern life. Yet with 
the co-chairm en of the Governor’s comm it­ 
tee we should have confidence that “ we 
Californians have the intellectual, spiritual 
and economic capacity to provide for growth 
and at the sam e time wisely use and con­ 
serve the state’s natural and hum an re­ 
sources for the future.”

So much emphasis has been 
placed on the Vietnam war that 
many citizens forget that the 
defense apparatus of the United 
States is designed to protect 
this country against attack from 
any side, and that conflicts can 
arise in Asia or Europe or the 
Middle East which might in­ 
volve us. North Korea, as the 
“ Pueblo” incident recently em­ 
phasized, can be a source of 
trouble, and it is to be noted 
that more than 50,000 American 
troops 
are 
still 
stationed 
in 
South Korea. 
Just about 28 years ago. when 
World War II had been raging 
in Europe for two years, the 
Congress was asked to extend 
the draft law which had been 
enacted in 1940. The struggle in 
Congress was close, and it was 
by a margin of only one vote in 
the House of Representatives in 
August 1941 that the selective 
service system was maintained 
and the draft was continued in 
effect. Within the next 
f o u r 
months, the Nazi regime had in­ 
fluenced the militaristic govern­ 
ment in Japan to attack Pearl 
Harbor. 
This illustrates how suddenly 
the 
U n i t e d States can be 
plunged into war and what pre­ 
paredness can really mean. 
Several areas of potential in­ 
volvement of the United States 
exist today, and there is need 
not only for a large Army and 
Air Force but a!so for an ade­ 
quate Navy. Yet the budget is 
forcing more than 100 n a v a l 
vessels to be put out of com­ 
mission, including the battleship 
New Jersey which was recom­ 
missioned last year after a cost­ 
ly renovation. Moreover, the air 
force is to be required to limit 
its training program. 
All this, it is admitted, in­ 
volves 
risks. 
Attention 
h a s 
been focused mostly on Viet­ 
nam, and the recent announce­ 
ment 
that 
American 
troops 
would be gradually withdrawn 
has given the impression that 
the United Stales can sharply 
cut down its defense forces, but 
Senator John Stennis, democrat 
of Mississippi, who is chairman 
of the senate armed services 
committee, does not see any 
“apparent end” to the conflict. 
“1 am not too encouraged that 
a quick end is in sight, nor am 
I persuaded that we should rush 
out of Vietnam unilaterally in 
<uch a way to give the impres­ 
sion of defeat. Such an action 
will certainly invite trouble else­ 
where in the world for us,” 
Stennis said. 
Meanwhile, the Russians are 
building up their arnmd services 
and seemingly are preparing for 
a large war. They are, to be 
sure, concerned about the hos­ 
tile attitude of the Red Chinese 
and have deployed some rocket 
and nuclear forces on the bor­ 
der between the two countries. 
If the Russians and Red Chi­ 
nese get into a war, this will af­ 
fect 
Japan 
and 
the 
smaller 
countries of Asia. 
In the face ot such danger sig­ 
nals, it is surprising that Con­ 
gress is reducing the military 
budget just as if peace were in 
sight. 
Unfortunately, 
however, 
the situation around the world 
contains many threats of war, 
and if is hardly a time to cut 
America’s 
military 
appropria­ 
tions. 
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JACK ANDERSON ON THE WASHINGTON MERRY-GO-ROUND 
Army Secret Study Reveals 
Weakness in S. Vietnam Army 


The Army has completed a 
secret study which could upset 
President Nixon’s plan to pull 
more combat troops out of Viet­ 
nam. This disturbing document 
warns bluntly that the South 
Vietnamese 
army 
lacks 
the 
leadership, logistics and organi­ 
zation to take over the fighting 
from American troops. 
Too many commanders, the 
study states, are still chosen 
more for their political connec­ 
tions than for their military 
competence. Officers with good 
political credentials will often 
ignore orders from superiors 
who may not travel in the right 
circles. 
The 
supply 
system 
is so 
snafued that essentials often do 
not reach the troops in the field. 
Some supplies get siphoned into 
the black market; some are 
simply misrouted. 
What gets 
through is so meager that com­ 
bat 
commanders 
frequently 
avoid combat rather than ex­ 
pend 
their 
supplies. 
They’re 
afraid the supplies may never 
be replaced. 
At the enlisted level, South 
Vietnamese soldiers often are 
forced to steal food from the 
peasants, which is the wrong 
way to gain friends in the Viet 
Cong-ridden countryside. Many 
men desert, not because they’re 
unwilling to fight but because 
they need to feed themselves 
and their families. 
The South Vietnamese army 
has some crack units whose of­ 
ficers and men are as good as 
any in Asia. The Ranger bat­ 
talions, for example, have prov­ 
ed themselves under fire. But 
in most units, according to the 
secret study, the leadership is 
so poor and is so low that they 
are far from ready to replace 
the Americans. 


have swifter access to the bor­ 
der, but the mountain tribes in 
Sinkiang are anti-Chinese. 
Some 
Red 
army 
marshals 
have urged using the border in­ 
cidents as a pretext for knock­ 
ing out 
the Chinese nuclear 
works at Lop Nor less than 200 
miles inside Sinkiang. The maj­ 
ority in the Kremlin, however, 
are reported to be opposed to 
all-out war with China. It fears 
a 
Soviet 
attack deep 
inside 
China would only arouse the 700 
million population and unite it 
against Russia. 
At present, there is a strong 
pro-Soviet faction in China. The 
Kremlin’s strategy, apparently, 
is to provoke trouble on the 
border and create tension inside 
China, hoping this will cause 
the downfall of the aging Mao 
Tse-tung. 
Then the pro-Soviet 
forces might get a chance to 
seize control of the Peking gov­ 
ernment. 
Meanwhile, 
r e i n f o r c e - 
ments have been rushed to the 
border and the local populace 
is receiving civil defense train­ 
ing. Throughout Russia, an anti- 
Chinese propaganda campaign 
is also preparing the people for 
continued trouble. 
Note: Russia has been trying 
quietly to stop the Arab artil­ 
lery a t t a c k s and commando 
raids on Israel. The Russians 
have enough trouble with the 
Chinese in the Far East, so they 
don’t want ’he Arabs to involve 
them in another crisis now in 
the Middle East. The Russians 
have a historical 
aversion to 
getting embroiled on two fronts 
at the same time. So they are 
using their influence in Arab 
capitals, particularly Cairo, to 
keep the Arabs as peaceful as 
possible. 


Grim evidence has reached 
Washington that Russia is pre­ 
paring for continued hostility 
along the remote Sinkiang bor­ 
der. Intelligence reports indi­ 
cate, however, that the Kremlin 
is divided over how far to push 
the fighting against the Chinese. 
There now seems to be little 
doubt that the Russians pro­ 
voked the incidents. They se­ 
lected the Sinkiang border where 
the Chinese are the most vulner­ 
able. Not only do the Russians

The most severe and the most 
crucial struggle for control of 
the Senate since 1950. when the 
rampant right-wing forces of 
Sen. J o s e p h McCarthy were 
threatening responsible govern­ 
ment itself, is in clear prospect 
for 1970. 
The 
senatorial elections of 
next year, indeed, will be at 
once the least partisan and the 
most signficant of these two de­ 
cades. It is already plain, par­ 
enthetically, that the companion 
contest for the House of Rep­ 
resentatives will be so far over­ 
shadowed as to seem ail but ir­ 
relevant. 
In 1950, because the virulent 
and largely fraudulent nature of 
the so - called anti - Communist 
“crusade” 
of 
the 
McCarthy 
types was an infinitely bigger 
issue than any mere matter of 
party labels, the more responsi­ 
ble members of the Senate in 
both parties largely abandoned 
routine partisan considerations 
in the campaign. Democrat did 
not necessarily support Demo­ 
crat and Republican did not nec- 
esarily support Republican. The 
touchstone was, in fact, how 
candidates 
stood 
on 
McCar* 
thyism and, in general, on a pol­ 
itics of reckless emotional vio­ 
lence. 
For McCarthyism and all it 
implied was imperiling the ef­ 
fective functioning of the Re­ 
publican party, though the sena­ 
tor himself was a Republican, 
and the times insistently de­ 
manded a holiday on conven­ 
tional partisanship. 


Now, the challenge is in some 
respects quite similar; and this 
time it directly involves t h e 
Democratic rather than the Re­ 
publican party. For the New 
Left within the Democratic par­ 
ty is imperiling its effective 
functions, much as McCarthy did 
as to the Republican party, and 
for opposite reasons. Where he 
proceeded with a harsh cyni­ 
cism to force this government 
into an irrationally extreme hard 
line against world communism, 
the current Democratic 
New 
Left is motivated by the irra­ 
tionally excessive trust. Its shrill 
conviction — which it simply 
will not allow to be debated in 
dispassionate political terms ■— 
is that peace is justa round the 
corner if only this country will 
sufficiently disarm itself. 
McCarthy’s devil - hunt was 
among alleged pro-Communists 


in the State Department; th§ 
Democratic New Left’s devil is a ’ 
“military - industrial complex” 
alleged to reside in the Pent* 
gon and endlessly to lobby for 
war and suffering. 


McCarthy’s notion by log ical 
extensions wound up *n some-1 
thing close to the infinitely dan- 
gerous doctrine of preventive 
war. The Democratic N ew| 
Left's dogma by logical ex­ 
tension winds up with some, 
thing close to the appalling foci-l 
ishness of neutralism and paci­ 
fism. So, a blindness from th*| 
right of 20 years ago has now] 
been succeeded by a blindne s| 
from the left of today. 
It happens, moreover, that it| 
is precisely this sort of Demo 
cratic Senator who is most no 
merous this time among thosi 
who must meet the voters 
1970. If the Republicans can m 
seat as many as seven of thu 
type they can take the Senatt 
Ordinarily, thev would havi 
hardly a ghost of a chance. Bu 
again, the times are not 
nary; and the simple truth 
that, as in 1950, many a sitta 
Democratic senator, and man 
a powerful Democrat outside I 
Senate, will no more lift a finz« 
in aid of New Left colleipji 
than many a responsible Re 
lican senator of 1905 would 
one in behalf of right-wing 
leagues.

Clark Leaves 
Good Advice 


In a refreshing switch on the all-too prev­ 
alent campus script, Dr. Robert D. Clark 
left the presidency of San Jose State Col­ 
lege recently with praise from his students, 
his faculty, and the trustees of the I alifornia 
State Colleges. He also left a sound philos­ 
ophy for campus leadership: 
“ I have strong convictions about the 
need for change, but I have equally strong 
feelings about the way change is effected. 
I’m not going to break down the important 
institutions of this society in order to bring 
it about." 
To the University of Oregon, of which he 
now becomes president, congratulations. 


Some Small, But 
Humane Steps 


There is no way. of course, that a grate­ 
ful nation can totally repay the men who go 
to war and are wounded, killed, or made 
prisoners. It is one of the qualities of citizen­ 
ship that the contributions to the common 
good are by the very nature of our human­ 
ity sometimes unevenly distributed. 
We can, however, make every effort to 
erase some of the unnecessary burdens that 
economic laws often inflict upon those who 
suffer because they meet the « all of duty. 
It is appropriate that California, home of 
more families of captured or missing Viet­ 
nam service men than any other state, with 
375, should offer one of the first efforts 
along this line. 
In the hope that they will offer “some 
comfort and solace," Senator George Mur­ 
phy has introduced three bills. One would 
make prisoners’ pay tax-free. A second one 
would provide a family separation allow­ 
ance for prisoners’ families. The third 
would permit prisoners to accumulate more 
than the present 510,000 limit on the over­ 
seas 10 percent savings program. 
As the Senator readily concedes, these 
are small steps. But with him we can hope 
they may lead to a giant leap. 


Growth Concern 


In calling a November Conference on 
California’s Changing Environment, Gover­ 
nor Reagan has challenged more than 1000 
scientists, industrialists, educators and con­ 
servationists to point the way toward an 
accommodation between what we must pre­ 
serve and what we must create so that “our 
society in California can live and work in 
the best possible environment.” 
As co-chairmen of the Los Angeles meet­ 
ing the 
Governor 
appointed 
Robert 
H. 
Gerdes of San Francisco, chairman of the 
executive committee of Pacific Gas and 
Electric Company, and Lt. General Victor 
K rulak of San Diego, president of the Copley 
News Service. 
Accepting the Governor’s 
assignment, 
Mr. Gerties and General Krulak called upon 
their committee colleagues and fellow Cali­ 
fornians to make a realistic joint effort “to 
conserve and, where necessary, enhance 
our precious environment while serving the 
needs of modern man.” 
“We must also,” they said, “provide 
housing, schools, waterways, transportation 
and industry to meet the needs of our grow­ 
ing slate and to build a healthy e<*anomy.” 
Man’s perverse inclination to befoul his 
environment and misuse his resources is a 
depressing factor of modern life. Yet with 
the co-chairmen of the Governor’s <*omimt- 
tee we should have confidence that “we 
Californians have the intellectual, spiritual 
and economic capacity to provide for growth 
and at the same time wisely use and con­ 
serve the state’s natural and human re­ 
sources for the future.”

Originally these 
beautiful ornamental trees were called East 
Indian Shrubs. Their foliage is myrtle-like 
and the pink flowers are large with wavy, 
crystal petals. 
Pomona's not the only city that has them. 
La Verne and Claremont streets are lovelier 
because of myrtle trees. And other cities in 
the southern stales, particularly those that 
have existed for more than a centuiy, boast 
of some of the same fine ornaments.

Time to Cut 
U.S. Might 


Anyone 
who 
watched 
Con­ 
gress prior to World War II, 
when dangerous situations were 
arising and the United S t a t e s 
failed to increase its defense 
forces, can only be deeply con­ 
cerned over what is happening 
today. 
Congressional pressure 
h a s 
forced the secretary of defense, 
Meivin Laird, to announce a re­ 
duction in the armed forces as 
well as in military expenditures. 
He frankly declared in a news 
conference on Thursday that “ it 
is clear that our defense readi­ 
ness will be weakened.” 
What has happened, of course, 
is that Congress has told the 
Defense Department that its ap­ 
propriations will be diminished, 
and the big question is where 
and how the cuts shall be made. 
Secretary Laird expressed re­ 
grets that the curtailment which 
he reluctantly plans to make 
“ will reduce our capability to 
meet current com m itm ents.” 


So much emphasis has been 
placed on the Vietnam w ar that 
many citizens forget that the 
defense apparatus of the United 
States is 
designed to protect 
this country against attack from 
any side, and that conflicts can 
arise in Asia or Europe or the 
Middle East which might in­ 
volve us. North Korea, as the 
“ Pueblo” incident recently em­ 
phasized, can be a source of 
trouble, and it is to be noted 
that more than 50,000 American 
troops 
are 
still 
stationed 
in 
South Korea. 
Just about 28 years ago, when 
World War II had been raging 
in Europe for two years, the 
Congress was asked to extend 
the draft law which had been 
enacted in 1940. The struggle in 
Congress was close, and it was 
by a margin of only one vote in 
the House of Representatives in 
August 1941 that the selective 
service system was maintained 
and the draft was continued in 
effect. Within the next 
f o u r 
months, the Nazi regime had in­ 
fluenced the militaristic govern­ 
ment in Japan to attack Pearl 
Harbor. 
This illustrates how suddenly 
the 
U n i t e d 
States can be 
plunged into war and what pre­ 
paredness can really mean. 
Several areas of potential In­ 
volvement of the United States 
exist today, and there is need 
not only for a large Army and 
Air Force but also for an ade­ 
quate Navy. Yet the budget is 
forcing more than 100 n a v a l 
vessels to be put out of com­ 
mission, including the battleship 
New Jersey which was recom­ 
missioned last year after a cost­ 
ly renovation. Moreover, the air 
force is to be required to limit 
its training program. 
All this, it is adm itted, in­ 
volves 
risks. 
Attention 
h a s 
been focused mostly on Viet­ 
nam, and the recent announce­ 
ment 
that 
American 
troops 
would be gradually withdrawn 
has given the impression that 
the United States can sharply 
cut down its defense forces, but 
Senator John Stennis, dem ocrat 
of Mississippi, who is chairm an 
of the senate arm ed services 
com mittee, does not see any 
“apparent end” to the conflict. 
“ I am not too encouraged that 
a quick end is in sight, nor am 
I persuaded that we should rush 
out of Vietnam unilaterally in 
<-uch a way to give the impres­ 
sion of defeat. Such an action 
will certainly invite trouble else­ 
where in the world for us,” 
Stennis said. 
Meanwhile, the Russians are 
building up their armed service» 
and seemingly are preparing for 
a large war. They are, to be 
sure, concerned about the hos­ 
tile attitude of the Red Chinese 
and have deployed some rocket 
and nuclear forces on the bor­ 
der between the two countries. 
If the Russians and Red Chi­ 
nese get into a war, this will af­ 
fect 
Japan 
and 
the 
sm aller 
countries of Asia. 
In the face of such danger sig­ 
nals, it is surprising that Con­ 
gress is reducing the m ilitary 
budget just as if peace were in 
sight. 
Unfortunately, 
however, 
the situation around the world 
contains many threats of war, 
and it is hardly a time to cut 
America’s 
military 
appropria­ 
tions.

JACK ANDERSON ON THE WASHINGTON MERRY-GO-ROUND 
Army Secret Study Reveals 
Weakness in S. Vietnam Army 


The Army has completed a 
secret study which could upset 
President Nixon’s plan to pull 
more combat troops out of Viet­ 
nam. This disturbing document 
warns bluntly that the South 
Vietnamese 
arm y 
lacks 
the 
leadership, logistics and organi­ 
zation to take over the fighting 
from American troops. 


Too many com manders, the 
study states, are still chosen 
more for their political connec­ 
tions than for their m ilitary 
competence. Officers with good 
political credentials will often 
ignore 
orders 
from 
superiors 
who may not travel in tlx; right 
circles. 
The 
supply 
system 
is 
so 
snafued that essentials often do 
not reach the troops in the field. 
Some supplies get siphoned into 
the black m arket; 
some are 
simply 
misrouted. 
What 
gets 
through is so m eager that com­ 
bat 
commanders 
frequently 
avoid combat rather than ex­ 
pend 
their 
supplies. 
They’re 
afraid rhe supplies may never 
be replaced. 


At the enlisted level, South 
Vietnamese soldiers often are 
forced to steal food from the 
peasants, which is the wrong 
way to gain friends in the Viet 
Cong-ridden countryside. Many 
men desert, not because they’re 
unwilling to fight but because 
they need to feed themselves 
and their families. 
The South Vietnamese arm y 
has some crack units whose of­ 
ficers and men are as good as 
any in Asia. The Ranger bat­ 
talions, for example, have prov­ 
ed themselves under fire. But 
in most units, according to the 
secret study, the leadership is 
so poor and is »0 low that they 
are far from ready to replace 
the Americans. 


Grim evidence has reached 


Washington that Russia is pre­ 
paring 
for continued 
hostility 
along the remote Sinkiang bor­ 
der. 
Intelligence reports indi­ 
cate, however, that the Kremlin 
is divided over how far to push 
the fighting against the Chinese. 
There now seems to be little 
doubt 
that the Russians pro­ 
voked the incidents. 
They se­ 
lected the Sinkiang border where 
the Chinese are the most vulner­ 
able. Not only do the Russians

have swifter access to the bor­ 
der, but the mounrain tribes in 
Sinkiang are anti-Chinese. 
Some

m arshals 
have urged using the border in­ 
cidents as a pretext for knock­ 
ing out

works at Lop Nor less than 200 
miles inside Sinkiang. The maj­ 
ority in the Kremlin, however, 
are reported to be opposed to 
all-out w ar with China. It fears 
a 
Soviet 
attack 
deep 
inside 
China would only arouse the 700 
million population and unite it 
against Russia. 
At present, there is a strong 
pro-Soviet faction in China. The 
Kremlin’s strategy, apparently, 
is to provoke trouble on the 
border and create tension inside 
China, hoping this will cause 
the downfall of the aging Mao 
Tse-tung. 
Then the pro-Soviet 
forces might get a chance to 
seize control of the Peking gov­ 
ernment. 
Meanwhile, 
r e i n f o r c e - 
m ents have been rushed to the 
border and the local populace 
is receiving civil defense train­ 
ing. Throughout Russia, an anti- 
Chinese propaganda campaign 
is also preparing the people for 
continued trouble. 
Note: Russia has been trying 
quietly to stop the Arab artil­ 
lery a t t a c k s and commando 
raids on Israel. The Russians 
have enough trouble with the 
Chinese in the F ar East, so they 
don’t want the Arabs to involve 
them in another crisis now in 
the Middle East. The Russians 
have a historical 
aversion 
to 
getting embroiled on two fronts 
at the sam e time. So they are 
using their influence in 
Arab 
capitals, particularly Cairo, to 
keep the Arabs as peaceful as 
possible.

The most severe and the most 
crucial struggle for control of 
the Senate since 1950, when the 
ram pant 
right-wing forces 
of 
Sen. J o s e p h McCarthy were 
threatening responsible govern­ 
ment itself, is in clear prospect 
for 1970. 
The 
senatorial 
elections 
of 
next year, indeed, will be at 
once the least partisan and the 
most signficant of these two de­ 
cades. It is already plain, par­ 
enthetically, that the companion 
contest for the House of Rep­ 
resentatives will be so far over­ 
shadowed as to seem ail but ir­ 
relevant. 
In 1950, because the virulent 
and largely fraudulent nature of 
the so - called anti - Communist 
“ crusade” 
of 
the 
McCarthy 
types was an infinitely bigger 
issue than any m ere m atter of 
party labels, the more responsi­ 
ble m em bers of the Senate in 
both parties largely abandoned 
routine partisan considerations 
in the cam paign. Democrat did 
not necessarily support Demo­ 
crat and Republican did not nec- 
esarily support Republican. The 
touchstone was, in fact, how 
candidates 
stood 
on 
McCar- 
thyism and, in general, on a pol­ 
itics of reckless emotional vio­ 
lence. 
For M cCarthyism and all it 
implied was imperiling the ef­ 
fective functioning of the Re­ 
publican party, though the sena­ 
tor himself was a Republican, 
and the tim es insistently de­ 
manded a holiday on conven­ 
tional partisanship. 


Now, the challenge is in some 
respects quite sim ilar; and this 
tim e it directly involves 
t h e 
Democratic rather than the Re­ 
publican party. 
For the New 
Left within the Democratic par­ 
ty is imperiling its effective 
functions, much as McCarthy did 
as to the Republican party, and 
for opposite reasons. Where he 
proceeded with a harsh cyni­ 
cism to force this government 
into an irrationally extrem e hard 
line against world communism, 
the current 
Democratic 
New 
Left is m otivated by the irra­ 
tionally excessive trust. Its shrill 
conviction — which it simply 
will not allow to be debated in 
dispassionate political term s — 
is that peace is justa round the 
corner if only this country will 
sufficiently disarm itself. 
M cCarthy’s devil - hunt was 
among alleged pro-Communists 


in the State Department; t h e 
Democratic New Left’s devil is a 
“ m ilitary - industrial complex’* 
alleged to reside in the Penta­ 
gon and endlessly to lobby for 
war and suffering. 


McCarthy's notion by logical 
extensions wound up in some­ 
thing close to the infinitely dan­ 
gerous doctrine of preventive 
w ar. The 
D em ocratic 
N e w 
Left’s dogma by logical ex­ 
tension winds up with some­ 
thing close to the appalling fool­ 
ishness of neutralism and paci­ 
fism. So, a blindness from the 
right of 20 years ago has now 
been succeeded by a blindness 
from the left of today. 
It happens, m oreover, that it 
is precisely this sort of Demo­ 
cratic Senator who is most nu­ 
merous this tim e am ong those 
who m ust m eet the voters in 
1970. If the Republicans can un­ 
seat as m any as seven of this 
type they can take the Senate. 
Ordinarily, they would 
h a v e 
hardly a ghost of a chance. But, 
again, the tim es are not ordi­ 
nary; and the sim ple truth is 
that, as in 1950, m any a sitting 
Democratic senator, and many 
a powerful Dem ocrat outside the 
Senate, will no m ore lift a finger 
in aid of New Left colleagues 
than m any a responsible Repub­ 
lican senator of 1905 would lift 
one in behalf of right-wing col­ 
leagues. 


It is, therefore, not wise to 
wave off, as typical partisan 
overstatem ent, the claim s of the 
Republican 
Senatorial 
C a m ­ 
paign Committee, 
headed 
by 
John Tower of Texas, that the 
G.O.P. can, in fact, win the Sen­ 
ate. It can do so, that is, if the 
country grows tired e n o u g h 
m eantim e of the vehem ent new 
isolationism and flight from re­ 
ality that has been foisted upon 
the Democratic party in the 
Senate by a minority w h i c h 
nevertheless controls the lead­ 
ership and largely dominates 
the headlines. 
This, then, is the nam e of the 
gam e for 1970. Shall the Repub­ 
licans—who have, parenthetical­ 
ly, some problem of their own 
from the left but on no such 
scale as that of the Democrats 
—ride to power on the suicide 
impulse of far-liberal Democrats 
who seem to have mistaken the 
howls of cam pus “ dem onstra­ 
tors” for the voice of the peo­ 
ple?

The Pomona City Council Monday night voted 
for a second delay before taking action on a pre­ 
pared ordinance to repeal the controversial sewer 
charge. And, as expected, the council raised the 
City tax rate. 
Before deciding on whether to eliminate t h i s 
source of revenue, the city fathers said, they want 
to find out how far away the city budget is from 
being balanced. 
A motion by Councilman Fred Livermore to re­ 
peal the charge died for the lack of a second. 
The council voted unanimously to adjourn until 4 
p.m. today when anticipated revenues and the sew­ 
er service fee will be discussed. 
The council also voted to raise the city tax rate 
and to “ receive and file” a proposed revision sub­ 
mitted by the chamber of commerce on the new 
utility consumption tax.

Once again, as it has so many 
times in the 13 centuries of Is­ 
lam, the cry for Jihad—-holy 
war—-echoes shrilly in the Arab 
East.

from Councilman Clay Bryant which was followed 
by a heated reply from Don DesCombes, past presi­ 
dent filling in for the president, Charles Stillinger. 
“ Why does not industry personally come to the 
council to voice their grievances—if there are griev­ 
ances? Why does the chamber assume that role?” 
Bryant asked. 
Referring to letters from industrial and business 
firms included in a folder which contained t h e 
chamber’s proposal, Bryant said the letters ‘‘dis­ 
tinctly indicate that in their correspondence with 
industry, that the chamber was less than compli­ 
mentary regarding this City Council.” 
“The chamber of commerce appears to have 
taken the initiative in fabricating an issue and then, 
placing themselves in the role of industry’s cham­ 
pion, elicited complaints from industry by inform­ 
ing them that the city had enacted an inequitable 
and discriminatory tax. 
“Whatever the motive, the chamber of com­ 
merce has attempted to insulate this City Council 
from the very people to whom the council stould 
be talking and listening,” Bryant, said. 
Furthermore, Bryant said he resented his copy 
of the report being marked “confidential” and “ not 
for publication” although an account of the pro­ 
posal had been published before copies were for­ 
warded to the council. 
DesCombes called Bryant’s remarks a “scath­ 
ing accusation” and explained that a reporter was 
present at the chamber board meeting when the 
proposal was approved. 
He said there was a standing invitation for re­ 
porters to attend board meetings. 
“My blood pressure, frankly is up a little bit, 
Mr. Bryant,” DesCombes continued. 
He explained that members of industry and busi­ 
ness belong to the chamber, adding, ‘‘We’ve at­ 
tempted to do our job representing them.” 
The chamber, said DesCombes, had publicly told 
the council previously it felt the tax was "discrim­ 
inatory” and did the study on the tax as the council 
asked it to do. 
“ If you no longer need our services, we’ll be hap­ 
py to retire and spend our efforts doing something 
else,” said DesCombes.

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On Campus Militants 
School Officials 
Seminars Slated 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Law 
enforcement officials will hold 
tightly guarded seminars next 
week to tell California school 
administrators what is known 
¡about campus militants’ plans 
for this fall—and how to cope 


with them. 
“Most administrators have a 
monumental void of information 
on the r authorities and respon­ 
sibilities during periods of un­ 
rest.” said Evelle J. Younger, 
district attorney of Los Angeles. 
“This is not criticism—they just 
haven’t been trained to handle 
violence.” 


The 
administrators 
will 
be 
briefed in two areas: what the 
law is concerning campus vio­ 
lence, 
and 
what 
has 
been 


learned about the detailed tac­ 
tics and plans of the militants. 
Experts from the Los Angeles 
police department, the sheriff’s 
office, 
Younger’s 
department 
and the California State College 
department will conduct the ses­ 
sions. 
“ Some 
administrators 
seem 
to think the campus is a sanc­ 
tuary, that police can’t be called 
in when laws are broken,” said 
Younger, who is chairman of 
President Nixon's Task Force 
on Law and Order. “ I feel that 
it is in the interest of the com­ 
munity, the school and the ad­ 
ministrators themselves to in­ 
form them that assault and ar­ 
son are no different on the cam­ 
pus than they are on Main 
Street.

M y portfolio consists of round lots of Ameri­ 
can Telephone, Bethlehem Steel, Freeport Sulphur 
and Gulf Oil. What is your opinion on these for pres­ 
ent income and long-term growth?—D. C. 
A — When combining goals such as income and 
growth, an investor must be willing to compromise. 
A yield of 4.5 per cent is still consistent with long­ 
term growth but when a yield rises much higher 
than this — at least in toda\ s market — one can be 
fairly certain that investors have become disenchant­ 
ed with near-term growth prospects. 
Both Freeport Sulphur and Bethlehem Steel are 
prime examples of this. In Freeport’s case, easing 
of sulphur prices begun in 
contributed to an 
earnings slowdown this year. Shares, which had sold 
at earnings multiples in the 30s, are now valued by 
investors at less than half this ratio. 
In Bethlehem’s case, investors began to lose in­ 
terest back in the early 1960s and multiples have 
deteriorated steadily each year to well below lOx at 
present price. 
1 would replace these two issues with Kellogg 
Co. and Central & South West, each selling about 16 
times expected 1969 earnings, yielding 4 per cent 
and 4.5 respectively. 


Q—I bought American Can some years ago. 
I am getting 6 per cent on my initial investment at 
211 1 but only 3 per cent on today’s price. I always 
considered this a good investment but now wonder 
if I should sell and buy something yielding 6 per 
cent.—R. R. 
A — Your figures do not agree with mine which 
show that the current dividend rate of $2 . 2 0 when 
divided by your purchase price works out to 7 per 
cent and on recent quotes to 4.7 per cent. As to buy­ 
ing a high-yield issue, the answer to the atiove read­ 
er also applies to your question. American Can’s 14 
per cent gain in second-quarter sales was only par­ 
tially carried down to earnings because of tempo­ 
rary operating problems. Diversification into petro­ 
chemicals, consumer paper products and dress pat­ 
terns should supplement the company’s leading posi­ 
tion in metal containers. American Can is still a 
good long-pull investment.

Dear Mrs. F.: While it is

ents, 
Some people seem to 
have the idea that adoptive 
parents must have only altru­ 
istic reasons for desiring to 
adopt a child. 
Both natural and adoptive 
parents are 
likely 
to have 
mixed 
motives for desiring 
children, not all of them un­ 
sol I ish by any means. While 
some couples may have un- 
loalistic 
expectations 
about 
the remedial effect of a child 
upon their troubled marriage, 
Sociologist Michael Humphrey 
po is out that it is only to be 
expected that a couple feels 
some dissatisfaction with their 
situation before being prompt­ 
ed to apply for adoption. The 
desire tor a child to complete 
the family unit, tc allow hus­ 
band and wife a way of grat­ 
ifying nurturing 
impuFes 
is 
not unnatural by any means. 


This is not to deny that the 
adopting parents face prob­ 
lems peculiar to their role as 
adoptive 
parents, 
requiring 
p -rial 
efforts 
and 
under­ 
standing. 
For example, 
be­ 
coming a parent without the 
gradual introduction allowed 
by pregnancy may find hus- 
h nd 
and 
wife 
unprepared 
psvcholtigicaHy for their new 
roles. 
Therefore adoptive parents 
are advised to expect rough 
going for the first few months. 
Most agencies allow tor a trial 
period in which the new par­ 
ents and the child are given 
tune to get u<ed to each other

Do you think you can 
adjust vour style of living and 
pace of life to accommodate 
the routines and responsibili­ 
ties of child care? 
Friend^ and relatives are 
bound to offer unsolicited ad­ 
vice. according to their own 
prejudices 
and 
ideas 
about 


adoption. It would be more 
profitable for you to discuss 
your feelings with an adoption 
agency, which can give you a 
m ore objective and realistic 
perspective about the nature 
of adoptive parenthood. Be­ 
cause you are somewhat am­ 
bivalent and unsure 
at 
this 
point, you are likely to be 
especially sensitive to any ap­ 
parent criticism by those close 
to you. 
Don’t forget that there is 
emotional as well as biologi­ 


cal parenthood Feeling need­ 
ed and useful and having a 
stake in the future are impor­ 
tant human needs. Adopting a 
child can provide enrichment 
and increased purpose in the 
lives of a childless couple.

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DEAR NAN: 
I love to order vinegar-and- 
oil dressing when I go to a 
restaurant but I would like to 
know what proportions to use 
for making it at home. Also, 
what kind of oil and vinegar 
to use. Mrs. John Eyers, Schi- 
ler Park, 111. 
“The c l a s s i c “rule” is 
one part v i n e g a r to three 
parts oil. Like Vi cup vinegar, 
Yi cup oil. It may surprise a 
lot of people but this is a true 
French dressing, not the red 
king we know so well in this 
country. And French green 
salads, used with this dress­ 
ing, are just that. Various 
greens. No tomatoes, celery, 
radishes or anything else add­ 
ed. 
Now of course there’s no 
law whatsoever that says you 
can’t change those vinegar-oil 
proportions to suit your own 
taste or the salad of the mo­ 
ment. If you like a sharper 
flavor, try Vs cup vinegar to 
2-3 cup oil. You can even sub­ 
stitute lemon, grapefruit or 
orange juice at times. 
Same thing with the “salt 
and pepper to taste.” Try a 
half teaspoon salt and a half 
dozen grinds of the pepper 
mill per cupful for a starter. 
For superior flavor you just 
can’t beat olive oil although 
you may use any vegetable 
oil you like. A wine vinegar 
or even an herb vinegar is 
ideal here. Otherwise, the best 
vinegar you can find at the 
moment. Now, there are peo­ 
ple who object to olive oil on 
the grounds that it gets cloudy 
when 
refrigerated 
(as 
it 
should be) or rancid if it isn’t. 
Don’t worry. It unclouds as 
fast as it warms up. And real­ 
ly, the vinegar and oil mix to 
best advantage with 
small 
chance of later separation, if 
both 
ingredients 
are 
cold. 
Shake good and hard in a 
capped jar till you see just 
in the vinegar. Or use your 
blender. 
From there on out you can 
do all sorts of variation, like 
the famous Breslin dressing 
where you add a tablespoon 
finely chopped pistachio nuts 
and a half tablesp. 
finely 
chopped black truffles. Ad­ 
mittedly not something you’d 
toss off for an everyday meal 
but think how you’d impress 
even the most hoity-toity com­ 
pany! Even if you have to sub­ 
stitute chopped black olives 
for the expensive and some­ 
times hard-to-find truffles you 
can still smirk, “ Oh, just a 
little something I whipped up 
on the spur of the moment!’’

CLAREMONT — A tax rate 
of $1 8365 per $100 assessed val­ 
uation faces Claremont proper­ 
ty owners for 1969-70 following 
adoption of the city budget Mon­ 
day night by the City Council. 
Taxes were not increased as 
much as anticipated in June 
when public hearing on the ten­ 
tative 
city 
budget 
was 
con­ 
ducted. 
Tax District 1 (original city 
limits) has been increased by 
15,5 cents and Tax District 2 
has been increased 17 cents per 
$100 
assessed 
valuation 
over 
last year’s figures. 
The additional taxes will be 
used for salary increases auth­ 
orized for city employes this 
year, hiring of four additional 
employes, increased costs to the 


city for u t i l i t i e s , and the 
“ moon” holiday proclaimed by 
President Nixon which cost the 
City of Claremont over $2,000. 
Voting Close 
The council also voted 3-2 to 
take the $19,500 in proposed ar­ 
chitect’s fees for a new fire 
headquarters 
from 
the 
city’s 
general fund rather than bor­ 
row from the sewer fund. 
The council 
split on 
voting 
had Councilmen M artin Grothe 
and M argaret Gibbs saying the 
money should be borrowed from 
the sewer fund and not taken 
from city taxes this year. 
City M anager K e i t h Mul- 
rooney noted in a memo to the 
council m em bers that this is the 
first year that the rate for the 
two tax districts within the city 


will be equal. 
He 
said that in 1968-69 
the 
city m ade the final payment on 
the bonds issued in 
1948 for 
which Tax D istrict 2 was 
not 
subject to taxation. 
Tax District 2 (portions of the 
city added through annexation 
after 
the original city 
limits 
were 
formed) 
represented 36 
per cent of the total city tax­ 
able assessed valuation in 1968- 
69. 
The City Council did not have 
to raise taxes as high as it an­ 
ticipated — 20 cents — since 
assessed valuation figures from 
the Los Angeles County asses­ 
sor’s office were higher than or­ 
iginally figured. 
Two Elections Due 
The 
1969-70 budget contains 


funds for two elections. These 
are expected to cost $3,500 for 
the legular city election for new 
councilmen next April and ap- 
proim ately $3,700 for a proposed 
special bond election next year. 
The special election would be 
for a police headquarters. 
Funding for construction of 
the new fire headquarters sta­ 
tion, to replace the building on 
2nd Street, will be about $200,000. 
The council asked the city staff 
to begin a study on the possible 
methods of financing.

Some Small, But 
Humane Steps 


There is no way, of course, that a grate­ 
ful nation can totally repay the m en w'ho go 
to w ar and arc wounded, killed, or made 
prisoners. It is one of the qualities of citizen­ 
ship that the contributions to the common 
good are by the very7 nature of our hum an­ 
ity som etim es unevenly distributed. 
We can, however, m ake every effort to 
erase some of the unnecessary burdens that 
economic laws often inflict upon those who 
suffer because they meet 1he call of duty. 
It is appropriate that California, home of 
m ore fam ilies of captured or m issing Viet­ 
nam service men than any other state, with 
375, should offer one ol the first etforts 
along this line. 
In the hope that they will offer “ some 
comfort and solace,” Senator George Mur­ 
phy has introduced throe bills. One would 
m ake prisoners’ pay tax-free. A second one 
would provide a family separation allow­ 
ance 
for 
prisoners’ 
families. 
The 
third 
would perm it prisoners to accum ulate more 
than the present $10,(XX) limit on the over­ 
seas 10 percent savings program. 
As the Senator readily concedes, these 
are small steps. But with him we can hope 
they m ay lead to a giant leap. 


Growth Concern 


In calling a Novem ber Conference on 
California’s Changing Environm ent, Gover­ 
nor Reagan has challenged m ore than 1000 
scientists, industrialists, educators and con­ 
servationists to point the way toward an 
accommodation between what we m ust pre­ 
serve and w hat we must create so that “our 
society in California can live and work in 
the best possible environm ent.” 
As co-chairm en of the Los Angeles mold­ 
ing 
the 
Governor 
appointed 
Robert 
H. 
G erdes of San Francisco, chairm an of the 
executive com m ittee of Pacific Gas and 
E lectric Company, anil Lt. General Victor 
Krulak of San Diego, president of the Copley 
News Service. 
Accepting 
the 
Governor’s 
assignment, 
Mr. Gerdes and General K rulak called upon 
their com m ittee colleagues and fellow Cali­ 
fornians to m ake a realistic joint effort "to 
conserve and, where necessary', enhance 
our precious environment while serving the 
needs of m odern m an.” 
“ We m ust also,” they said, “ provide 
housing, schools, w aterw ays, transportation 
and industry to m eet the needs of our grow­ 
ing state and to build a healthy economy.” 


M an’s perverse inclination to befoul his 
environment and m isuse his resources is a 
depressing factor of m odem life. Yet with 
the co-chairmen of the Governor’s commit­ 
tee we should have confidence that “ we 
Californians have the intellectual, spiritual 
and economic capacity to provide for growth 
and at the sam e tim e wisely use and con­ 
serve the state’s natural and hum an re­ 
sources for the future.”

Time to Cut 
U.S. Might 


Anyone 
who 
watched 
Con­ 
gress prior to World War 11, 
when dangerous situations were 
arising and the United S t a t e s 
failed to increase its defense 
forces, can only be deeply con­ 
cerned over what is happening 
today. 
Congressional pressure 
h a s 
forced the secretary of defense, 
Melvin Laird, to announce a re­ 
duction in the armed forces as 
well as in military expenditures. 
He frankly declared in a news 
conference on Thursday that “it 
is clear that our defense readi­ 
ness will be weakened.” 
W'hat has happened, of course, 
is that Congress has told the 
Defense Department that its ap­ 
propriations will be diminished, 
and the big question is where 
and how the cuts shall be made. 
Secretary Laird expressed re­ 
grets that the curtailment which 
he reluctantly plans to make 
“will reduce our capability to 
meet current commitments.” 


So much emphasis has been 
placed on the Vietnam war that 
many citizens forget that the 
defense apparatus of the United 
States is designed to protect 
this country against attack from 
any side, and that conflicts can 
arise in Asia or Europe or the 
Middle East which might in­ 
volve us. North Korea, as the 
“ Pueblo” incident recently em­ 
phasized, can be a source of 
trouble, and it is to be noted 
that more than 50,000 American 
troops 
are 
still 
stationed 
in 
South Korea. 
Just about 28 years ago, when 
World War IT had been raging 
in Europe for two years, the 
Congress was asked to extend 
the draft law which had been 
enacted in 1940. The struggle in 
Congress was close, and it was 
by a margin of only one vote in 
the House of Representatives in 
August 1941 that the selective 
service system was maintained 
and the draft was continued in 
effect. Within the next 
f o u r 
months, the Nazi regime had in­ 
fluenced the militaristic govern­ 
ment in Japan to attack Pearl 
Harbor. 
This illustrates how suddenly 
the 
U n i t e d 
States 
can be 
plunged into war and what pre­ 
paredness can really mean. 
Several areas of potential in­ 
volvement of the United States 
exist today, and there is need 
not only for a large Army and 
Air Force but also for an ade­ 
quate Navy. Yet the budget is 
forcing more than 100 n a v a l 
vessels to be put out of com­ 
mission. including the battleship 
New Jersey which was recom­ 
missioned last year after a cost­ 
ly renovation. Moreover, the air 
force is to be required to limit 
its training program. 
All this,-it is admitted, in­ 
volves 
risks. 
Attention 
h a s 
been focused mostly on Viet­ 
nam, and the recent announce­ 
ment 
that 
American 
troops 
would be gradually withdrawn 
has given the impression that 
ihe United States can sharply 
cut down its defense forces, but 
Senator John Stennis, democrat 
of Mississippi, who is chairman 
of the senate armed services 
committee, does not see any 
“apparent end” to the conflict. 
“ I am not too encouraged that 
a quick end is in sight, nor am 
I persuaded that we should rush 
out of Vietnam unilaterally in 
such a way to give the impres­ 
sion of defeat. Such an action 
will certainly invite trouble else­ 
where in the world 
for us,” 
Stennis said. 
Meanwhile, the Russians are 
building up their armed services 
and seemingly are preparing for 
a large war. They are, to be 
sure, concerned about the hos­ 
tile attitude of the Red Chinese 
and have deployed some rocket 
and nuclear forces on the bor­ 
der between the two countries. 
If the Russians and Red Chi­ 
nese get into a war, this will af­ 
fect 
Japan 
and 
the 
smaller 
countries of Asia. 
In the face* of such danger sig­ 
nals, it is surprising that Con­ 
gress is reducing the military 
budget just as if peace were m 
sight. 
Unfortunately, 
however, 
the situation around the world 
contains many threats of war, 
and it is hardly a time to cut 
America’s 
military 
appropria­ 
tions.

JACK ANDERSON ON THE WASHINGTON MERRY-GO-ROUND 
Army Secret Study Reveals 
Weakness in S. Vietnam Army 


The Army has completed a 
secret study which could upset 
President Nixon’s plan to pull 
more combat troops out of Viet­ 
nam. This disturbing document 
warns bluntly that the South 
Vietnamese 
army 
lacks 
the 
leadership, logistics and organi­ 
zation to take over the fighting 
from American troops. 
Too many commanders, the 
study states, are still chosen 
more for their political connec­ 
tions 
than 
for their military 
competence. Officers with good 
political credentials will often 
ignore 
orders 
from 
superiors 
who may not travel in the right 
circles. 
The 
supply 
system 
is 
so 
snafued that essentials often do 
not reach the troops in the field. 
Some supplies get siphoned into 
the black market; 
some are 
simply 
misrouted. 
What 
gets 
through is so meager that com­ 
bat 
commanders 
frequently 
avoid combat rather than ex­ 
pend 
their 
supplies. 
They’re 
afraid the supplies may never 
be replaced. 
At the enlisted level, South 
Vietnamese soldiers often are 
forced to steal food from the 
peasants, which is the wrong 
way to gain friends in the Viet 
Cong-ridden countryside. 
Many 
men desert, not because they’re 
unwilling to fight but because 
they need to feed themselves 
and their families. 
The South Vietnamese army 
has some crack units whose of­ 
ficers and men are as good as 
any in Asia. The Ranger bat­ 
talions, for example, have prov­ 
ed themselves under fire. But 
in most units, according to the 
secret study, the leadership is 
so poor and is so low that they 
are far from ready to replace 
the Americans. 


Grim evidence has reached 


Washington that Russia is pre­ 
paring 
for continued hostility 
along the remote Sinkiang bor­ 
der. 
Intelligence reports indi­ 
cate, however, that the Kremlin 
is divided over how far to push 
the fighting against the Chinese, 
There now seems to be little 
doubt that the Russians pro­ 
voked the incidents. 
They se­ 
lected the Sinkiang border where 
the Chinese are the most vulner­ 
able. Not only do the Russians

der, but the mountain tribes in 
Sinkiang are anti-Chinese.

The maj­ 
ority in the Kremlin, however, 
are reported to be opposed to 
all-out war with China.

Kremlin’s strategy

Tse-lung. 
Then the pro-Soviet 
force- m hi get a chance to 
seize control of the Peking gov­ 
ernment 
Meanwh >e. 
r e i n f o r c e ­ 
ments ha 
been rushed to the 
border an<- the local populace 
is receiving civil defense train­ 
ing. Throughout Russia, an anti- 
Chinese propaganda campaign 
is also preparing the people for 
continued trouble. 
Note: Russia has been trying 
quietly to stop the Arab artil­ 
lery a t t a c k s and commando 
raids on Israel. The Russians 
have enough trouble with the 
Chinese in the Far East, so they 
don’t want the Arabs to involve 
them in another crisis now in 
the Middle East. The Russians 
have a historical 
aversion 
to 
getting embroiled on two fronts 
at the same time. So they are 
using their influence in 
Arab 
capitals, particularly Cairo, to 
keep the Arabs as peaceful as 
possible.

The most severe and the most 
crucial struggle for control of 
the Senate since 1950, when the 
rampant 
right-wing 
forces of 
Sen. J o s e p h McCarthy were 
threatening responsible govern­ 
ment itself, is in clear prospect 
for 1970. 
The 
senatorial 
elections 
of 
next year, indeed, will be at 
once the least partisan and the 
most signficant of these two de­ 
cades. It is already plain, par­ 
enthetically, that the companion 
contest for the House of Rep­ 
resentatives will be so far over­ 
shadowed as to seem all but ir­ 
relevant. 
In 1950. because the virulent 
and largely fraudulent nature of 
the so - called anti - Communist 
“crusade” 
of 
the 
McCarthy 
types was an infinitely bigger 
issue than any mere matter of 
party labels, the more responsi­ 
ble members of the Senate in 
both parties largely abandoned 
routine partisan considerations 
in the campaign. Democrat did 
not necessarily support Demo­ 
crat and Republican did not nec- 
esarily support Republican. The 
touchstone was, in fact, how 
candidates 
stood 
on 
McCar- 
thyism and, in general, on a pol­ 
itics of reckless emotional vio­ 
lence. 
For McCarthyism and all it 
implied was imperiling the ef­ 
fective functioning of the Re­ 
publican party, though the sena­ 
tor himself was a Republican, 
and the times insistently de­ 
manded a holiday on conven­ 
tional partisanship. 


Now, the challenge is in some 
respects quite similar; and this 
time it directly involves 
t h e 
Democratic rather than the Re- 
p tblican party. For the New 
i eft within the Democratic par­ 
ty is 
imperiling its effective 
functions, much as McCarthy did 
as to the Republican party, and 
for opposite reasons. Where he 
proceeded with a harsh cyni- 
c m to force this government 
int.. an irrationally extreme hard 
line against world communism, 
the current 
Democratic 
New 
I *ft is motivated by the irra- 
t tonally excessive trust. Its shrill 
i nviction — which it simply 
will not allow to be debated in 
di passionate political terms — 
is that peace is justa round the 
corner if only this country will 
sufficiently disarm itself. 
McCarthy’* devil - hunt was 
among alleged pro-Communists 


in the State Department; t h e 
Democratic New Left’s devil is 
“military - industrial complex’ 
alleged to reside in the Penta 
gon and endlessly to lobby fo 
war and suffering. 


McCarthy’s notion by logical 
extensions wound up in some 
thing close to the infinitely dan 
gerous doctrine of preventive 
war. 
The 
Democratic 
N e w 
Left's dogma 
by 
logical ex 
tension winds up with some­ 
thing close to the appalling fool­ 
ishness of neutralism and paci­ 
fism. So, a blindness from the 
right of 20 years ago has now 
been succeeded by a blindness 
from the left of today. 
lt happens, moreover, that it 
is precisely this sort of Demo­ 
cratic Senator who is most nil 
merous this time among those 
who must meet the voters in 
1970. If the Republicans can un­ 
seat as many as seven of this 
type they can take the Senate. 
Ordinarily, they would 
h a v e 
hardly a ghost of a chance. But, 
again, the times are not ordi­ 
nary; and the simple truth is 
that, as in 1950, many a sitting 
Democratic senator, and many 
a powerful Democrat outside the 
Senate, will no more lift a finger 
in aid of New Left colleagues 
than many a responsible Repub­ 
lican senator of 1905 would lift 
one in behalf of right-wing col­ 
leagues. 


It is, therefore, not wise to 
wave off, as typical partisan 
overstatement, the claims of the 
Republican 
Senatorial 
C a m ­ 
paign 
Committee, 
headed 
by 
John Tower of Texas, that the 
G.O.P. can, in fact, win the Sen­ 
ate. It can do so, that is, if the 
country grows tired e n o u g h 
meantime of the vehement new 
isolationism and flight from re­ 
ality that has been foisted upon 
the Democratic party in the 
Senate by a minority w h i c h 
nevertheless controls the lead­ 
ership and largely dominates 
the headlines. 
This, then, is the name of the 
game for 1970. Shall the Repub­ 
licans—who have, parenthetical­ 
ly, some problem of their own 
from the left but on no such 
scale as that of the Democrats 
—ride to power on the suicide 
impulse of far-liberal Democrat* 
who seem to have mistaken the 
howls of campus “demonstra­ 
tors” for the voice of the peo­ 
ple?
